THE WATER-RATE ORDINANCE. 


J. M. Bassett Gives the Law and 


the Facts on the 


Subject. 


COUNCII 
VS. CONSTITUTION. 


Any Citizen May Move for the 


Impeachment of the 


Members. 


To the Editor of the Tribune: An 


effort is being made by the pin-head 
majority in the Council to create the 
liwpresslon among the people that I 
broke the quorum last Monday night 
for the purpose of preventing the pres- 
ent Council from fixing the water rates 
for the ensuing year. This effort i» 
supplimented by the pin-head organ. 
My purpose was to act legally and ad- 
visidly upon a matter affecting 
the 


whole city. 


At a previous meeting of the Council, 


the ordinance fixing the water rate -was 
read and referred to the Fire and Wat- 
er Committee that the committee might 
consider and report thereon. The com- 
mittee had not reported and In the aib- 
sence of the chairman, a.n attempt was 
made to take up and pass to print an 
ordinance under conditions which the 
Supreme Court has said might defeat 
its action.LEGAL DECISION. 


In the case of the 9prtn& Valley Wat- 


er Workt vs. the city and county of 
San Francisco, 82 CaJ. page 286, the fol- 
lowing language is used: 


"But the power ol regulating rates 


is not a power of confiscation, or to 
take the property of the water com- 
pany without just compensation; and 
'Whether the power of the Supervisors 
to fix the rates be judicial, legdalaittve 
or administrative^ it is not above the 
control of the courts, 11 It Is arbitrarily 
exercised without a fair investigation.1 


"The Bald ordinance 
or order was 
passed, or pretended to be passed, 
without any notice or opportunity to be 
h«ard aigalnat it on the part of the 
plaintiff or other party interested." 


"The Supervisors are mot tKnnrd to 
give notice to a water company of 
their intention to fix water rates; but 
they are nevertheless tn duty bound to 
make a proper effort to procure all 
necessary information 
to enable tire 
board to act Intelligently a/nd fairly in 
fixing the rates and a failure to do so 
may defeat its actiioiu" 


ORDINANCE OF NO EFFECT. 
The attempt was made on Monday 


night—and would have been successful 
but for my refusal to co-operatp—to 
suspend the rules and pass to print an 
ordinance fixing the water rates, that 
had not been 
considered 
In com- 


mittee. If this had been done anB the 
water companies had seen fit to carry 
the matter to the courts it Is more than 
pro'babSe the ordinance would have 
been declared of no effect. It will 1»e 
claimed that as the ordinance is Ident- 
ical with the one now In force no hear- 
ing from the companies or otlher effort 
to procure neceswary informaition was 
required. To this I reply that the law" 
makes no provision for an omission ot 
the effort to procure the necessary in- 
formation. The companies have a right 
to claim and doubtless couTid 
prove 
that conditions are not today what they 
were when the ordinance now In force 
became law. 


LAST YEAR'S EFFORTS. 


Last year, when I was chairman of 


the Fire and Water Committee, these 
same plnhead statesmen, in order to 
prevent the consideration of the ordin- 
ance fixing the water rates, by the prop- 
er committee, referred it to the Ordin- 
ance and Judiciary Committee. This 
was Intended as a snub, but the bant- 
am has come home to roost. 
Thp indecent haste displayed last 
Monday evening is significant and may 
have had for It3 object the forcing of a 
combination of the two water compan- 
ies which would be followed by ar In- 
crease of rate to consumers that would 
cost the people of Oakland about a 
quarter of a million dollars a year more 
than they pay while they are the bene- 
floiarles of the existing competition. Aa 
the time had passed when the law 
made it imperative on the Council to 
fix the water rates, I was unable to 
understand the spasmodic effort to sus- 
pend the rules and pass to print an or- 
dinance that had not been 
reported 
from the committee to which It was re- 
ferred. 
A two years' membership of 
the small, but, I trust, respectable mi- 
nority in the Council has taught me to 
look with suspicion on the unannounced 
acrobatic exhibitions of the 
pinbead 
majority. 
THE PRESENT ORDINANCE. 


Under the ordinance now in force, 


and as would be the case under the one 
sought to be passed, the city govern- 
ment pays next to nothing for hydrants 
or the water used from them and it is 
no eeciet that because of the parsi- 
monious treatment of the companies 
by the Council effective steps are be- 
ing taken to effect a combination that 
will very greatly increase the cost of 
water to the people. I am doing all in 
my power to prevent this combination. 
When there was but one water company 
the city paid *76 for the placing of 
each hydrant and I believe J* per 
month for water used from each. Now 
nothing is paid for placing hydrants 
and but $1.75 per month each for their 
use. This is killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg and when taken in con- 
nection with the sharp competition be- 
tween the two companies for rate-pay- 
ers, reduces Income to BO low a figure 
that receipts form but a small per cent 
of the fixed expenses. This condition of 
things cannot last and the culmination 
•will Impose a largely increased rati up- 
on consumers of water. 
I believe it 
should be the policy of the city govern- 
ment to encourage rather than discour- 
age the existing competition between 
the two water companies and thus pro- 
tect the citizens against a combination 
that will impose upon them the oppres- 
sive rates of monopoly days. 


THE] 
LAW ON THB SUBJECT. 


If the Council is not above and be- 


yond the law every member of Uut 
penny wise and pound foolish body Is 
at this moment liable to Impeachment. 
Article U, section 1 of the constitution 
of this State provides that th* rate or 
compensation for the use of water sup- 
plied to any city and county, or city 
or town, or the Inhabitants thereof, 
shall be fixed annually by the Super- 
visors or Council.

When jou remember that these boards 
appointed by the Supervisors are not 
obliged to have any higher qualifica- 
tion than that two of the members 
shall have grammar grade certificates, 
it will be seen that their examinations 
of High Eicinool teachers must often be 
farcial. As a matter of fact they have 
launched into competition 
with th« 


university-bred teachers, apparently of 
equal credentials with the best. 


"As long as the rapid increase of 


Hig>h Schools took up all the supply of 
teachers the demand for university- 
trained one incrpased, as the trustees 
had more or less inking of their sup- 
eriority, and there were not enough 
others to under-bid them in salaries. 
Now the tide has Burned, there »s an 
excess of teachers, salaries begin to 
descend and in a very few years uni- 
versity-trained teachers will be crowd- 
ed out, and leave the field to the low- 
er grade, who come in by county ex- 
aimlnat'ons. 


"If this amendment passes, It will be 


witihin your power, 
aa a hold-over, 


largely to shape the provision that 
shall take the place of the county ex- 
amination 
The general feeling among 


the Judicious is that it would go to 
the State board, with such provisions 
that High School certificates would, as 
a rule, "oe given only on the diploma 
of a good college, but that they would 
occasionally be given on evidence ol 
equivalent education, as determined 
for the State board by university men. 


"The amendment is altogether fav- 


ored by Stat/e Superintendent Black, 
but he has been spoken to by so many 
persons interested in preserving 
the

hands of the county boards. The pres- 
ent situation in the lower schools, is

One thousand two hundred teachers in 
excess 
of positions, a new 
Normal 


School just sanctioned by the Legis- 
lature and fifty-seven ec. unities pump- 
ing annually Into the over-full reser- 
voirs by their examinations 
Wifh 


some means of sifting such an excess 
of supply would mean 
a chance to 


choose the best; without, it operates 
cn'y as a survival of the cheapest and 
salaries are rapidly falling But wheth- 
e" a constitutional amendment that 
should lead to restoring all certificates 
to the State Board were best, or only 
the one now before the Senate, affect- 
ing the High Schools only, supplement- 
ed next session by legislation greatly 
raising the grade of county boards, I 
do not know. It seems at least certain 
that the present proposed amendment 
must be carried thiough with or with- 
out the extension to include all certi- 
ficates. 


THE OTHER SIDE OP IT. 


"Now as to the bad thing. Mr. Black's 


bill contains a seotlom that practically 
breaks half the university's hold on the 
Hlgti Schools and obliterates 
such 


slight premium as is now placed on 
university education in- High School 
teaching. All I hrve said of the evils 
of the present tax county board sys- 
tem apply a fortiori to the system it 
would establish. 


"As regards the section that pro-

without law. Mr. Black's attention has 
been callec to the point, but lie holds 
that it will be declared unconstitution- 
al and leave the present provision to 
force, unhurt. Should It be maiatal ti- 
ed it will practically throw open, Higm 
School teaching to anybody that can 
get a grammar school certificate under 
the lowest conditions.

Despite the rain there was a large at- 
tendance both of the young and the 
older men and the questions were de- 
bated with animation. 


President Melvin of the Young Men's 
Club was unable to be present and the 
meeting \vas called to order by the vice 
and, later, at his request. Judge Law- 
rence took the. chair. 


CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


City Central Committeeman Williams 


was present to confer -with the club on

wlilch the Committee had provided to 
defray or partially defray the expenses 
of the rally. 


The 
questions of the meeting and 


the support of the ticket were so closely 
interwoven 'that they were discussed 
tog-ether and H. D. Rowe, the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Council suggest- 
ed that instead of a meeting the money 
be used to have posters printed and for 
the purpose of hiring men to distribute 
them on the trains.

Tho l*ofct Immigration Bill. 


It % as rumor*d some week* ago that 


President Cleveland would veto the Ira- 
migration Bill, if certain objectionable 
features were retained In It. The BUI 
•uaa drawn by Senator Ixxlpe of Mas- 
sachusetts It was intended to meet 
an expression of public opinion that too 
many immigrants of an objectionable 
kind T^ere landed in this country There 
wan an almost universal demand for 
restriction. 


The bill as first presented, -was too 


drastic. The educational test tias said 
by 
many to be too radical. All Over 


sixteen years of agre who could not read 
and write in some language were ex- 
cluded. This 
provision was modified, 


so that members of the same family 
where the head was qualified, should 
not bo shut out. The bill passed the 
Senate by only three or four majority. 
It had a much stronger endorsement in 
the Housf. But it is evident that the 
bill 
cannot pass over the President's 


veto. 


One of his objections is that the mea- 


sure IB a radical departure from the 
former policy of the country. There Is 
no doubt o£ that. But the country by 
resolutions, platforms, and other public 
expressions, declared for this radical 
departure Tha 
provision of the bill 


aimed 
at the exclusion of foreigners, 


and 
especially 
Canadians who have 


been accustomed to come over the line 
as 
laborers 
and then return. Is one 


ground of objection. But the main one 
Is summed up in tnis paragraph. 


'I cannot believe we would be protected 


against these evils by limiting immi- 
gration to those -« ho can read and write 
in any language twenty-five words of 
our Constitution 
In my opinion it is 


infinitely more safe to admit 100,000 1m- 
jnigrahts who, though unable to read 
and write, seek among us only a home 
and an opportunity to work, than to 
admit one of those unruly agitators and 
eiiemip? of governmer.lal control who 
cannot only read and write, but delight 
in arousing by inflammatory speech the 
llllteiate and peacefully inclined to dis- 
content and tumult. Violence and dis- 
order do not originate wltlh, illiterate la- 
boiers They are rather the •victims of 
the educated agitators The ability to 
read and write, as required in this bill, 
and of Itself, affords la my opinion, a 
misleading test of contented industry 
and supplies unsatisfactory evidence of 
desirable citizenship, of a proper ap- 
prehension of the benefits of our insti- 
tutions If any particular element of 
our illiterate immigration Is to be i'ear- 
ed for other causes than illiteracy, the 
causes should be dealt with directly In- 
stead of making illiteracy the pretext 
of exclusion to the detriment of other 
illiterate Immigrants against whom the 
leal cause of complaint cannot be al- 
leged " 


It is clear from this and other objec- 


tions urged, that President Clevland is 
opposed to all educational tests, and IB 
In 
fact 
opposed to alt restrictions.

LAST YEAR'S EFFORTS. 


Last jear, when I wa-3 chairman ol 


the Fire and Water Committee, these 
same pinhead statesmen, in order to 
prevent tbe consideration of the ordin- 
ance fixing the water rates, by the prop- 
er committee, referred It to the Ordin- 
ance and Judiciary Committee.

A two years' membership o 
the small, but, I trust, respectable mi 
norlty in the Council has taught me ti 
look with suspicion on the unannouncec 
acrobatic exhibitions of the pinhead 
majority. 


THE PRESENT ORDINANCE. 


Under the ordinance now in force 


and as would be the case under the om 
sought to be passed, the city govern 
ment pays next to nothing for hydrant 
or the water used from them and It 1 
no secret that because of the pars! 
monious treatment of the companl 
by the Council effective steps are be 
ing taken to effect a combination tha 
will very greatly increase the .cost o 
water to the people. I am doing all In 
my power to prevent this combination. 
When there wag but one water compan 
the city paid *76 for the placing o 
each hydrant and I believe K per 
month for water used from each. Now 
nothing la paid for placing hydrants 
and but Jl 75 per month each for their 
use. This is killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg and when taken In con- 
nection with tbe sharp competition be- 
tween the two -companies for rate-pay- 
era, reduces Income to so low a figure 
that receipts form but a amall per cent 
ot the fixed expenses. This condition of 
things cannot last and the culmination 
-will Impose a largely increased rate up- 
on consumers of water. 
I bellevn it 


should be the policy of the city govern- 
ment to encourage rather than dlacour- the whole physical system. It so prompt- 
age the existing competition between I 
the two water companies and thus pro- 
tect the citizens against a combination 
that will impose upon them the oppres- 
sive rates of monopoly days. 


THE ItAVT ON THS SUBJECT.

the fact that Judge Waymire was un- 
able to be present this evening. So 
*ar the representative from Alameda 
fcity ha« not attended any of the con- 
•ultations on the salary matter and 
*B lie has declined to express any in- 
dividual . opinion on, the subject there 
IB not teHing how h« would vote. 


It looks Just now as if it will be a 


pretty hard matter to arrange a cau- 
cus for North and iDenison positively 
refuse to. so. into one ana Beard Bays 
that .though he is .willing to attend a 
'conference 'he will not be bound by 
any action it may take. As, therefore, 
such a meeting would be fruitless it Is 
lard to see just how the event will be 
brought off. 
Aseemblyinan Clark, the cJiaJrman 


of the' last caucus, is engineering the 
meeting and said today -that he -will 
•imply invite the members of the del- 
egation to toe present 
and will not 


formally issue a caucus call. 
That 


they will gather -together is reason- 
Ably certain, but if ''anyone makes a 
motion to declare 'the meeting a cau- 
cus th'e kick will come. Assemblymen 
Leavltt, "Wright, Waymire and Breil- 
Bngr are uncertain quantities Just now 
for they' are not taking any positive 


'• stand regarding what their action will 


Senator Stratton this evening diciat- 


led to your correspondent the following 
statement of how toe stands: "I take 
th« position that.the caucus settled the 
matter, and..without .practically unani- 
mous consent I-do-not think the sal- 
ary question Should be. reopened. 
If, 


however, the delegation feels we ought 
to readjust some of the offices I for 
one win not oppose a meeting of the 
delegation. 
One . thing Is 
certain. 


"Whatever IB done will not be a ques- 
tion of a vote one way or the other, 
but a matter of real unanimity. The 
members of ,the 
delegation 
have, 


throughout the session, worked with 
remarkable harmony and won com- 
mendation on all sides for the support 
which the Senate receives from the As- 
eembly and the Assembly from the 
Senate in so lar as'any of the Wll» 
»f the Alameda County members are 
concerned. I think we are all broad 
enough to look at the Clatter from a 
disinterested light and the feeling of 
the delegation, as far aa I understand 
It, Is to deal Justly -with all the offices. 
There seeme' to be acme idea on the 
part of the delegation that the Audit- 
or and Tax Collector have not had suf- 
ficient allowances mode for the work 
of their respective offices. Under the 
proposed county government bill the 
Auditor will have largely 
increased 


duties. It is doubtful whether or not 
some changre should be made in the' 
matter of allowing extra clerks to the 
Assessor un<?er resolution of the Board 
of Supervisor!?. This might be recon- 
structed so as to make the provision 
Jmve leas chance of being declared un- 
constitutional. This I would like to 
do in pursuance of a letter I lave re- 
ceived on the eufoject from District 
Attorney Snook." 


Now that'the subject has been 


brought up the customary appeals are 
lt>eing made on the prtrt of the officers 
and on the otfoer hand the members of 
the delegation are being urged by oth- 
ers not to Increase the schedule in any 
•way. The grand Jury of Alameda Coun- 
ty has already declared itself opposed 
to any increase and tnis morning its 
Bentlments regarding the matter were 
communicated to the-delegatlon In a 
letter from Foreman T. L. Barker.

Section 3. 'Whenever any person at 


the taking effect of this act, or there- 
after, shall have been dnly appointed or 
selected, and sworn, and have served 
for twenty years, or more, in the ag- 
gregate, as a menVber, in any capacity 
or any rank whatever, of the regularly 
consHuted police department of any 
such county, city and county, city, or 
town which may hereafter be subject 
to the provisions ol this act, 
said 


board EhaQl be empovrered to order and 
direct that such person, after becoming 
sixty years • at a ge, shall be retired 
from further service in such police de- 
partment, and from the date of the 
making of such order - the service of 
such person in,such police department 
shall cease, and such person so retired 
shall thereafter, during his lifetime, be 
paid irom • such fund u. yearly pension 
equal to one-half :of the amount of sal- 
ary attached to the rank whi-ch be may 
have held.In .said police department for 
the period of one year next preceedlng 
the date of; such retirement. 


Section 2. Section four of said act is 


hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 4. "Whenever any person, 


wWle serving as a poMce/nan in any 
such county, city and county, city, or 
town, snail become physically disabled 
by reason of any bodily injury received 
in'the immediate direct performance 
or discharge of his duty as such police- 
man, 
said board may, upon'his written 


request, or without such request, if it 
deem it to be for the good of said 
police force,- retire such person from 
said department, and order and direct 
that he shall be paid from said fund, 
during his lifetime, a yearly pension 
equal to one-naif of the amount of sal- 
ary attached to the rank which he may 
have held on such police force at the 
date of au«h retirement, but on. the 
death of such pensioner his heirs or as- 
signs shall liave no claim against or 
upon euch police relief or pension fund. 


A.WATER. BILL. 


The-Governor also signed an import- 


.ant bill affecting water rights. It pro- 
vides as follows: 


Section 1. The act entitled "Am act 


to regulate arid control the sale, rent- 
al and distribution of appropriated 
water in this State, other than in any 
city, city and county, or town therein, 
and ,to secure the rights of way for 
the conveyance of such, water to the 
place of use," approved March; 12th 
1885 
Is' hereby amended by inserting 


therein a new -section, to be numbered 
section eleven and one-naif thereof, as 
fcfllows: ' 


Section 111-2. Nothing dm this act 


contained shall be construed to prohibit 
or invalidate 
any contract already 


made, or which shall hereafter be 
made, by or with any of the persons, 
companies, associations, or corpora- 
tions described in section two of this 
act, relating to the sale, rental, or dis- 
tribution of -water;'"or'to the sale or 
rental of •easements and servitudes of 
the right to the flow and use of water 
nor .to prohBbit or interfere with the 
vesting o'f rights under any such, con- 
tract. 


AN INSURANCE WAR. 


The insurance men 'are little worried 


over some of the lilKs affecting their 
Interests that are now approaching 
passage and a prominent Oakland man- 
a.ger in a letter received by Senator 
Sbratton today characterised as vic- 
ious "bills 122, 123 and 130 introduced by 
Judge Waymire ami said they have 
Jokers In them. Insurance Cranmis- 
slone-r M. R. Hlggina is likewise de- 
claring himself regarding the pending 
legislation as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing letter sent by him today to As- 
semblyman Hart North: 
*• "Dear Sir:—I desire to call your at- 
tention to A. B. 432 which provides 
that 'every association or corporation 
organized under the laws of any other 
State, or of any country foreign to the 
United States and doing business in 
this State, shall be assessed and taxed 
as are Hike associations and corpora- 
tions existing under the laws of this 
State.' 


"I do not see thait this bill, as far 


as insurance companies are concern- 
ed, if enacted Into a law would bring 
amy more .revenue to the State than is 
paid under the present law in -the way 
of tax»s; and to the opinion of coun- 
sel whom I have consulted here, it 
would repeal, by implication at least, 
section 632 of the Political Code, which 
Is commonly.called the retaliatory stat- 
ute, by which we collect our taxes from 
companies of other States and count- 
tries. This statute produces from $25,- 
000 to $30,000 a -year in taxes, which 
are pa'ld Into the .general fund, and 
which, if the attorneys are not mis- 
taken, would be entirely lost to the 
State, and no revenue would be derived 
from the operation of this bill to take 
tts place." 


. 
' B'OYCB'S BILL BEATEN. 


Senator Boyce's dream about a "spec- 


ialist in sociological education" haa had 
a rude awakening for the Govern or to- 
day vetoed the bill. The Senator who 
ls.thoug-ht.by some1 to be a little ahead 
of the tinfes on the proposition had 
a plan which the more it Vas deliberat- 
ed evolved so many good points that 
those who at first were flat footedly 
opposed to it were won to its support. 
His idea was to develop the knowledge 
for the moral, mental and 
physical 


training'of childhood, and cause a co- 
operation of the 
parent and class 


teacher to the training and education 
of the piipii to all the needs of child- 
hood. 
; 


There are liable to be some interest- 


Ing developments as a result of the 
vetoing of the bill. It was sent to the 
Governor at 3:30 P. M. February 18th 
and was returned vetoed at 4:30 P. M< 
today,-March 2'd. • The code provides 
that in computing statutory, time the 
flrst day shall be excluded and the 
last Included. 
: 


Under the constitution the Governor 


ha« ten.'day's'lb act oh a. foil! while the 
Legislature is in session and If he does 
not do so the measure become* » law.

Private Secretary jsa. McCafee, on 


tefaaU of tbe Executive TeplfeA tat the 


matter to your correspondent by stat- 
ing that the decisions of the Sirpremt 
Court are that fractions of a day can- 
not be considered. The Governor, there- 
fore, insists that tils, veto is in effect. • 


Senator Boyce is figuring on making 


a test of the case. He notified the Sec- 
retary of the Senate to make an of- 
ficial record of the time the bill waz 
returned and he says the chances are 
he will get the measure in operation. 
The appointment of the sociologist is 
to be made by the Superintendent of 
Schools, Sheriff axd Recorder, *o if 
ar«y county will run the risk tfte prop- 
osition can be foug-ht out to the courts. 


EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


There are very few measures that 


come before the Legislature in which 
more people are directly interested than 
those affecting the public schools so 
lit is only natural that the agitation 
on foot should lie so noticeable this 
session. One of the most important is 
one affecting traders directly and it 
has brought about a vast amount of 
correspondence and lobbying general- 
ly.The best review of the entire situa- 
tion that has been -made to date'Is 
contained in a letter just received by 
•Senator Stratton from 
Millcent W. 


Shdnn of Berkeley and as it brings for- 
ward every material point in contro- 
versy, liberal extracts from it are here 
set forth. The writer first eays that 
the act contains one good thing that 
should be carried and one very bad 
one that stionld be killed and then con- 
tinues as follows: 


"The good thirvg is the constitutional 


amendment taking 
control of High 


School certificates from county boards. 
When you remember that these boards 
appointed by the Supervisors are not 
obliged to have any higher qualifica- 
tion than that two of tine members 
shall have grammar grade certificates, 
it will be seen that their examinations 
of High School teachers must often be 
farcial. As a matter of fact they have 
launched into corn-petition 
with the 


university-bred teachers, apparently of 
equal credentials with the best. 


"As long as the rapid increase of 


Hig'h Schools took up all the supply of 
teachers the demand for university- 
trained one increased, as the trustees 
had more or less inkling of their sup- 
eriority, and there were not enough 
others to underbid them in. saJairies. 
Now the tide has turned, tlhere is an 
excess of teachers, salaries begin to 
descend, awd in a very few years uni- 
versity-trained teachers will be crowd- 
ed out, and leave the field to the low- 
er grade, who come in by county ex- 
aminations. 


"If this amendment passes, it will be 


witihin your power, as a . hold-over, 
largely to shape the provision 
that 


shall take the place of the county ex- 
amination. The general feeling among 
the judicious is that it would go to 
the Sta^e board, with such provisions 
that High School certificates would, as 
a rule, be given only on the diploma 
of a good college, but that they would 
occasionally be given on evidence of 
equivalent education, as '"determined 
for the State board by university men. 


"The amendment is altogether fav- 


ored by State Superintendent Black, 
but he has been spoken to by so many 
persons interested in preserving the 
present state of affairs, to .have any 
intention of pushing it. He would like 
to see the amendment so a.mended as 
to .take all certificating out of the 
hands of the county boards. The pres- 
ent situation in the lower schools, Is 
indeed so dolorous that something must 
be done to stiffen 
up 
certificating. 


One thousand two hundred teachers in 
excess of positions, a new Normal 
School Just sanctioned by the Legis- 
lature and fifty-seven co-unities pump- 
ing annually Into the over-full reser- 
voirs by their examinations. 
With 


some means of sifting such an excess 
of supply- would mean 
a chance to 


choose the best; without, it operates 
only as'a survival of the cheapest and 
salaries are rapidly falling. But wheth- 
er a constitutional amendment that 
should lead to restoring all certificates 
to the State Board.were best, or only 
the one now before the Senate, affect- 
ing the High Schools only, supplement- 
ed next session by legislation greatly 
raising the grade of county boards, I 
do not know. It seems at least certain 
bhat the present proposed amendment 
must be carried -through with or with- 
out the extension .to include all certi- 
ficates. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 


"Now as to the bad thing. Mr. Black's 


bill contains a section that practically 
breaks half the university's hold on the 
Hig'h Schools and obliterates such 
slight premium as Is now placed on 
university education, in High 
School 


teaching. All I -have said of the evils 
of the present tax county board sys- 
tem apply a fortiori to tbe system it 
would estalblisn. 


"As regards the section that pro- 


vides for the granting of certificates 
without examination you will observe 
that it ia mandatory. This is probably 
unconstitutional as. the county boards 
are given by the constitution, author- 
ity over certificates. It '» the section 
that contains the provision- under which 
university graduates receive, their cer- 
tificates. 


"I am told tjha:'. It has been repeatedly 


decided that if a law is passed, thereby 
repealing the former law on the sub- 
ject and -is then, declared unconstitu- 
tional, this in no wise makes the old 
law operative, but leaves the subject 
without law. Mr. Black's attention has 
been called; to the point, but toe holds 
that It will be declared unconetltution'- 
al ami leave the present provision in 
force, unhurt. Should it be malDtala- 
•ed it will practically throw open. High 
Scnool teaching to anybody that can 
get a grammar school certificate under 
the lowest conditions. 


'Observe .the. provisions: County 


Boards 
must grant High School cer- 


tificates . -without examination on all 
such certificates of any county and on 
educational and life diplomas, which, as 
you know, are given on five and ten 
years' experience in teaching.. It turns 
the whole procession of old grammar 
school 
teachers. right into the High 


School. 


'These provisions were admitted into 


the bill .In committee, under pressure, 
to .save the rest. The rest-does not 
seem to me worth saving at the cn«t of 
throwing, the High Schools overboard, 
though,-it baa good provisions*' It pro-

And in 
the 'third place, It is nullified as a pro- 
tection of High School certificates by 
the wide door opened for certificating 
without examination. 


Moreover, I don't believe that it is 


necessary to sacrifice the High Schools 
to save the blU. It may have been In 
committee, but I don't believe It would 
be on the floor. 


As to the amendment the rest of the 


bill takes In the grammar school sit- 
uation, that can be done in other ways; 
at this session or next. I don't believe 
the grammar schools1 can be helped in 
any way so well as by raining the High 
Schools and increasing their power over 
the lower ones. Just as the High Schools 
have been re-born through the Univer- 
sity's influence over them. In educat- 
ion, 
life flows down from above, it does 


not grow up from below. Historically, 
universities came flrst, and build acad- 
emies 
under them, as they feel the 


need, and these in turn create public 


' ' nd I full 
- 


lleve 
in. 
Matbew 
Arnold's con- 


clusion 
that 
schools are 
living 


in proportion as they are regulated and 
Inspired from the University down. 


"California, 
is now Just taking the 


leadership in such matter in the United 
States. With a little ground lost, she 
might forefeit this incipient leadership 
beyond recovery! with a little favorable 
legislation noe even Prussia would 
have such a system. We have a. spirit 
in our University such as no other has 
and there is very much,.of a spirit in 
the schools that wil£meet the Univer- 
sity half way if legislation, embodies ;it, 
instead of embodying the wishes of th'e 
clement in the schcols that resent all 
rising standards, because such a rise 
tends to eliminate it."

Be it ordained iby the Council of the City 
of Oakland, as follows:

'FOR 
IMPROVING 


AND PAVENG BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for paving 


and improving business streets in the City 
of Oakland, which fehall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts ana 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous f,and 
rock, of said business 


streets of the City of Oakland, shall oe 
and are hereby determined to be and fixed 
as, and declared to toe as set forth herein, 
and the same shall be the specifications* 
for and all work of Improving or pa-vmg- 
said business street In the City of Oakland 
shall be clone under and in accordance 
with said specifications, unless otherwise 
-ordered and officially determined by law. 


SECTION 11. 


Pavements on business .strepts must in 


all cases consist of a concrete "foundation 
at least bix Inches thick, covered wun a 
wearing surface ot bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 


ipecifled.

built of ibasa.lt or granite 'blocks of dura- 
ble and uniform quality.

present smooth rectangular faces wun 
straight edges on top, bottom and sides, 
aifd they must be hard and tinirorm in 
grain and texture. The biocks shall ue 
placed upon a foundation of four inches 
of cement concrete, which shall first be 
cosered with a layer of stiff cement mor- 
tar, at least one inch in depth mixed In 
the proportion of one 'part of cement to 
four parts of clean, sharp sana, and laid 
in uniform courses with 'broken joints, 
the spaces between blocks at ends and 
sides to not exceed in any case three-quar- 
ters of one inch. 


The sub-grade shall in all cases T>e pre- 


pared Jc-r the concrete foundation, by 
complying -with Section 3 ol this Ordi- 
nance. 


When laid the gutters shall toe swept and 


washed clean of all dirt and rubbish, and 
the spaces between the blocks shall be ab- 
solutelv free and clear ifrom all d.rt of a'.y 
description. Portland cement 'grout in the 
pioportlon of one part of cement and two 
parts clean, sharp sand shall 'then "be 
poured over the gutters and 'broomed into 
the spaces between the iblocks until ail 
of said »pac4es are thoroughly Hilled.

the outer gutter lines, "between which a-!d 
the cjrb it shall "oe Jour in-chta in thick- 
ness. 


All concrete provided ior in these spe- 


cifications shall be thoroughly mixed by 
hand on a prepared platform, or by im- 
proved rotary machine mixer, and tamped 
to the satisfaction of the Street Superin- 
tendent or his Inspector, and shall t>e m 
place Tvithin thirty m.nutes after mixing, 
and thereafter not disturbed. 


ASPHALT CON'CRBTIE. 


The asphalt sihall be in the proportion 


of one part coarse sand or line gravel, two 
(parts of fine, clean, shanp sand, and lour 
parts of clean, hard crushed stone of a 
size that wnl pa&s through a one and one- 
half inch ring, end reJlned asphaltum in 
the proportion of ten (pounds of asphaltum 
to each 3 and 3/£ cubic feet of the mixture 
of sand, rock and graval. 


The sand, rock and gro/vel shall be thor- 


oughly mixed in the given proportion by 
hand or byma-chine mtxtarearid heated m.a. 
suitable apparatus to 300° 'Fahr., and -when 
the .mixture nas attimed this temperature, 
there shall t^ added to it. refined as- 
phaitum T/nich shalt be previously melted, 
and which shall ibe applied to the afore- 
mentioned Ti.xture of ward, gravel and 
rook while at a temperature of 350° Fahr., 


The Teflned asphalt shall be at least 30 


iper cent pure, and shall be applied to 
the mixtuie of sand, rock and gra,vel 
gradually, the mass being turned con- 
qtanMy by hand or machine mixture dur- 
ing th'e application so that each stone and 
p.irticle of sand and gravel will become 
thoroughly coated with asphalt. Any of 
the materials In the mixture shall not at 
any time he subjected to a temperature 
exceeding 250° Fahr. 


When thoroughly mixed, the conciete, 


while still hot, at a temperature of at 
leabit 200° FahT., shall be laid .n p ace in 
such a manner as to avoid disintegration 
ol its -mass, and shall then be thoroughly 
tamped. The concrete shall be of a thick- 
ness specified in the 'Resolution of Inten- 
tion for said work and its surface siiall 
'be "struck" smooth and even. 


SECTION VIII 


BITUMINOUS 'ROOK KAViEMENTS.

shall "be «pread a layer of'bituminous rock, 
which shall be two inches in thickness 
when finished, and which must be pre- 
pared and laid ai the fo.lowing marner:

Curbs on mam thoroughfares and resi- 


dence streets may a.'so be constructed ol 
cement concrete, mixed as acquired in 
Section 7 of this Ordinance in the follow- 
ing propo-tiors, viz: One j>art Portland 
cement, two pt>rts clean, sharp sand and 
Cour and one-half parts of clean, ha«J, 
crushed rock of a size which will pass 
through a on'8 and one-half -nch ring. 


The curb shall be,,jwhen finished, eight 


inches wide and sixteen inches deep, the 
outer edge rounded to one inch radius. 
Thj concrete shall be thoroughly tamped 
in place within three-quarte-9 of one inch 
of surface grade TJie top sho.il be tinishPd 
with Portland oement mortar three-quar- 
ters of an inch in thickness, which mor- 
tar shall be mixed in th<> proportion of one 
part Portland cement to one and one-half 
parts clean, sharp sand. 


The 'front or street face of the curb shall 


be finished with same quality of cem'ent 
mortar one-quarter of an inch thick, to a 
depth of at least ten inches from the top 
of cupb, and the opposite face shall also 
be plastered and dressed to a depth o£ 
two incites down-waid from the top of the 
curb.
